WATER AND Wok. 


Desolation and Despair in 
the Once Fertile Sny 
Valley. 


Homes Almost Completely Un- 
der Water and Stock 
Drowning. 


No Abatement of the Great Fleod—The De- 
struction in All the Levee Districts Com- 
plete—Great Suffering Among the Victims 
—Measures for Relief—Heavy Rains of 
Last Night and Toe-Day Spreading the 
Overflow—The Worst to Come—Gre 
Damage by Rain in Ark Cotton 
and Corn Fields Under Water—Loss of 
Life—Railroad Trafiic Interrupted. 

i 

QurNcr, III., May 18.—Last night the de- 

struction in all the levee districts was com- 

plete. Notan acre of ground in this vast ter- 
ritory can escape the flood, and loss to farm- 
ing interests is simply incalculable. Cattle 
and horses in the fine wooded pastures were 
overwhelmed in many localities and drowned. 

The river above and below the city is from ten 

to fifteen miles broad, covering all the farms 

on both sides and extending from the bluffs 
on the Illinois side to the high biuffs in Mis- 
sourl. The scene of desolation between 

Quincy and Hannibal is simply pitiable. 

What was a few days ago a fertile 

valley, teeming with abundant crops, is a 

vast expanse of water, deserted by every 

living thing. The water is pouring over the 
top of the levee, besides rushing through the 
breaks from three hundred to four hundred 
yards wide with irrisistible force. Onthe dry 
places on the embankment are hundreds of 
cattle, horses and hogs without feed and no 
prospect of drink except when in danger of 
being swallowed up by the floods. Far across 
on the opposite bluffs are gathered hundreds 
of men, women and children in small groups, 


DESOLATE, FORLORN, DESPAIRING. 
They look upon the ruin wrought, upon 
farms laid waste, property destroyed, homes 
almost completely under water,furniture float- 
ing away and stock drowning. Many of them 
are utterly destitute, having neither sufficient 
clothing nor shelter, and some guffering for 
food, despite the bravery of more fortunate 
neighbors, who are making every exertion to 
relieve their immediate wants. Steps have 


been taken to aid them and the 
spirit of charity is already pouring 
its abundance to aid them with every 


necessary of life. Railroads running into 
Quincey are seriously embarrassed and the 
losses to railroad interests will be much more 
serious than has been anticipated. Commu- 
nication to the West from this city is entirely 
cut off, every road being under water. In 
many localities ties and rails for a distance of 
many miles have been washed from the road- 
bed by the flood and are piled up along the 
embankment andinthe woods. Bridges and 
culverts will be carried out and the roadbeds 
will be seriously damaged. 
RELIEF FOR THE SUFFERERS. 

In this city factories and warehouses along 
the river are serionsly embarrassed and large 
buildings are being gradually undermined by 
the rushing waters. Unless the flood subsides 
some, the loss will be much heavier than 
hitherto anticipated. Last evening a mass- 
meeting was held to devise means for the im- 
mediate relief of the destitute sufferers from 
the flood. For the past two or three days 
these helpless people have been coming to 
the city in boats, a single row-boat often 
containing an entire family with such 
housebold effects as could be quickly gath- 
ered together. For ten days it has rained 
steadily to add tothe suffering’ At the meet- 
ing last night money was freely subscribed to 
provide provisions and clothing to be deliv- 
ered to-day, north and south of Quincy, in 
charge of the Citizens’ Relief Committees. 
Committees were also appointed to solicit 
ald from citizens generally. The water is 
still steadily rising, and the worst of the 
flood has not yet been reached. 


Railroad Traffic Suspended, 

By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATcH. 

Quincy, III., May 18.—The main damage to 
Quincy by the flood is in the loss of trade, 
which results fromthe inability of the rall- 
roade to cross the river at this point, or to 
run over the bottom roads, north, south and 
west. The Mississipp! presents an impassable 


torrent to the railroads at this point. 
Stretching from  biuff to bluff, it 
covers the track on the bottoms 


to a depth of from two to six feet. Freight 
traffic has come to a standstill, except teward 
the East. The merchants are making an ef- 
fort to-day to have their freight taken to Han- 
nibal by boat and transferred to the Hannibal 
& St. Joe there. Agent Bradford has 
telegraphed to Hannibal to ascertain 
the facilities for transferring freight to 
the cars at that point. The merchants at first 
expected the ‘‘Q’’ to make this arrangement 
for them; they have now taken it in hand 
themselves. The passengers, about thirty in 
number, bouna for Kansas City, who expected 
to go to Hannibal on the Longfellow last night, 
did not leave until 6 o’clock this morning. 
STOCK YARDS UNDER WATER. 

All of the stock yards are under water. The 
current on the Missouri bottoms is very 


ton „ bend end a further. rise 
is certain. It 10 possible in 
the judgment of experienced river men that 
the high-water mark of 181 will be passed be- 
fore the climax is reached. The situation 
among the people suffering from this disaster 
is practically unchanged since yesterday. Re- 
lief crews from this city have been sent in all 
directions and the people on the biuffs will be 
eared for. Their immediate necessities will be 
at once supplied by boat loads of provisions 
and citizens here are subscribing liberal 
sums of money and boxes of clothing to be 
forwarded as soon as the location of the dis- 
tressed refugees is determined. They are in 
especial need for feed for their stock, hun- 
dreds of which are huddled together on the 
embankments and only partially fed by the 
citizens among whom the sufferers have taken 
refuge. It is probable that the State will 
be called upon to furnish tents for the 
people out of houses, who are now 
quartered in the barns, sheds and corncribs 
of farmers on the high lands. If the distress 
proves as widespread as is reported, there 
willalso bean appeal to the citizens of the 
State at large for contributions of money. 
The first loss of human life was reported this 
morning. Before there had been a number of 
narrow escapes from drowning in efforts to 
rescue stock. 
Crops Entirely Ruined. 

By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTCnH. 

LOUISIANA, Mo., May 18.—Although the Mis- 
sissippi River has fallen here fifteen inches in 
the last twelve hours, caused by the breaks in 
the Sny Levee, the flood is increasing in the 
Sny district from one endtothe other. An- 
other break occurred below this city last 
night, and the torrent is now rushing from 
the lower end of the valley to mingle with the 
flood coming from the other breaks above. 
Only the inhabitants living on the higher 
ground near the bluffs have dared to remain. 
Here and there will be seena family still 
endeavoring to live at home with water 
everywhere. A great many ofthe farms will 
be ten feet under water and the buildings so 
completely saturated that a July sun will 
hardly dry them out. Thecrops will be en- 
tirely ruined. The only remaining hope of 
the farmers is that the water will go out in 
time fora late corn crop. Should the river 
fall rapidly to its natural confines the valley 
would soon drain and an immense corn crop 
would yet be planted. 

The Chicago & Alton Railroad embankment 
across the bottom and the iron bridge over 
the Sny are still safe and wil doubtless 
withstand the flood. A large force of men 
are kept at work strengthening the most ex- 
posed places. The St. Louis & Keokuk Raill- 
road will endeavor to get a passenger train to 
Hannibal to-day. A freight train started for 
that point this morning. The sudden fall in 
the river may enabie trains to get through. 
The water has just receded from the floor of 
the St. Louls & St. Paul Packet Co.’s office and 
freight-house. 

The Danger Not Over. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

KEOKUK, Io., May 18,—There may have been 
a slight decline in the stage of water late yes- 
terday, but if. so it was hardly perceptible, and 
the rain that set in about 2 p. m. and contin- 
ued during the afternoon and evening served 
to keep it at about a standstill. It is hoped 
by the residents in the submerged districts 
that the flood, which has proved so disastrous 
in its affliction of loss almost incalculable, 
has reached its culmination. If the heavy 
rain which prevailed here yesterday and last 
night was generalinthe Mississippi Valley a 
further rise may be expected. According tothe 
measurement taken yesterday, the water is 
within less than a foot of the great rise of 
1851. 

It is scarcely probable that the river will de- 
cline with an unusual degree of velocity. 
Possibly a week or more will elapse before 
railways can resume their regular transporta- 
tion service and mills can commence opera- 
tions, etc. The public, which has been sub- 
jected to a great many inconveniences because 
of the flood, anxiously await an early and 
speedy abatement of the water. No further 
damage is reported from the Venetian village 
of Alexandria. 

Cotton Fields Inundated. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcnu. 

ALMA, Ark., May 18.—The hardest rains that 
have perhaps ever occurred inthis part of 
Arkansas have fallen within the last two days, 
in consequence of which the streams are all 
overflowed, and the oldest inhabitants say 
water is higher than ever known before. Im- 
mense fields of cotton and corn in the bottoms 
along the various streams are entirely inun- 
dated, and even fields one mile from the 
streams are covered with sheets of water full 
ten feet deep. Crops, houses and bridges 
are being washed away, root and 
branch. So quick was the rise from 
Big Frog Clear Creek, one mile west 
of here, that the people living along the 
stream were forced to vacate their homes, and 
men and women could be seen swimming and 
wading with their children for dry land. It is 
feared that 

SEVERAL LIVES HAVE BEEN LOST. 
Reports have been coming from two miles 
south of here. Men, women and children are 
standing on tops of houses, te., crying for 
help, the water being ten feet deep around the 
houses and still rising. The great damage 
to the growing crops throughout the country 
cannot be estimated. The west-bound passen- 
ger train on the Little Rock & Fort Smith Rail- 
way was detained here yesterday and will 
probably remain until midnight on account 
of a probable washout in the trestle near town, 
it being considered by the management to be 
unsafe. The hotels are crowded with passen- 
gers, who are forced to delay. At s o’clock 
yesterday evening the Frisco Rallroad bridge 
across Big Frog, between Van Buren and 
Lillie Station, has succumbed to the swift 


waters. 

NOT 80 BAD. 
The flood has somewhat abated and ft is 
thought the damage will not be so great as 
anticipated, but it cannot yet be estimated. 
Five miles east of here, last night, men, 
women and children were forced to vacate 
their homes, many of them afflicted with 
measies, and swim and climb trees to save 
themselves and remain there all night. But 
little is known ot any lives being lost.

A PROTECTION PLEA. 
CONGRESSMAN RANDALL’S SPEECH ON THE 
MILLS TARIFF BILL. 


The Alleged Faults of the Measure Laid Bare 
—Mr. Randall Urges the Total Aboliticn 
ef Revenue Taxes—MeKinley of Ohio At- 
tacks the Bill—Offerings of Bonds— Wash- 
ingten News. 

Waere, D. C., May 8.—The House was 
called to order by Mr. McMillin of Tennessee 


| as Speaker pro tem., and the chaplain being 


absent and the reading of the journal dis- 
pensed with, the House immediately went 
into Committee of the Whole (Mr. Springer of 
Illinois in the chair) on the tariff bill. 
Mr. Anderson of Iowa spoke briefly in oppos!- 
tion to she principle of protection, and at the 
close of his remarks Mr. Randall took the 
floor. He opened his speech by referring to 
the President’s recent message in which the 
Executive advised Congress that the surplus 
in the Treasury by the 30th of June, at the end 
of the current fiscal year, would be expected 
to reach the sum of $140,000,000 including prior 
accumulations, or more closely stated the 
sum of $113,000,000 apart from prior accumula- 
tions over and above all authorized expenses, 
including the sinking fund for the current 
year. He then quoted from the President's 
message, defining his position on the tariff 
and internal revenue questions, and said that 
from the utterances of the President he 


understood the executive to be adverse to any 
reduction of the internal taxes, as that mode 
of taxation afforded, in the opinion of the 
President, ‘‘no just complaint, and that noth-

logical source of inequitable tax, and 
ought to be revised and modified; and the 
President had urged upon Congress the imme- 
diate expression of this matter to the exciu- 
sion ofall others. The President had asserted 
in substance that the reduction necessary 
should be made by udditions to the free list 
and by the lowering of the rates of duty. 
RANDALL'S REMEDY. 

The presence of such language emanting 
from the Executive, authorized by the direc- 
tion of the constitution to communicate, and 
from time to time, give to Congress informa- 
tion on the state of the Union, and recommend 
such measure as he should judge 
necessary. it was imperatively re- 
quired on the representatives of the 

ople to give fair, intelligent and prompt at- 
ention to the suggestions mede. He had 
done so. He bad introduced and had referred 
to the Committee on Ways and Means a bill to 
reduce and equalize duties on imports and to 
reduce the internal revenue taxes and some 

rovisions of that bill showed that 
he remedies he would apply were 
at variance with those recommended 
by the President. The President sought to 
prevent the continuation of the surplus reve- 
nue by resorting to changesin the customs 
duties only. The remedy he (Mr. Randall) 
proposed was through the repealof internal 
revenue taxes, as well as byafu!! revision of 
the tariff, as promised to the people by the 
Democratic Convention of 1884. The deduc- 
tion provided forin his bill aggregated $77,- 
000,000 on internal taxes. 

Those taxes had always been the last to be 
levied, and the firatto be repealed, when no 
longer necessary. 

THE WAR TAXES. 

Jefferson had given the death blow to excise 
taxes, that most vicious of all taxes and 
among thethings he received the thanks of 
the Legisiature of his native State for doing, 
was for having the internal taxes 
abolished. The first tax also to be 
repealed after the war of 1812, had 
been the excise tax, which was recom- 
mended .by Madison, and was the first law 
enacted underthe administration of Monroe. 
The Democratic Convention of 15884 declared 
that internal revenue was a war tax, and this 
deciaration taken in connection with the 
other deciarations of the 3 clearly 
established the fact that the opinion of the 
convention was that some of the internal 
revenue taxes should first go, and that 
they should all go whenever a sufficient sum 
was realized from Custom-house taxes to meet 
the expenses of the Government, economically 
administered. The country was practi- 
cally in such a condition now, and the true 
response to those declarations warranted the 
repeal of the internal revenue taxes to the 
extent proposed by his bill. He favored 
now, as he had always done, a 
total repeal of the internal revenue taxes. 
[Applause] In the bill which he had intro- 
duced he proposed to sweep all these taxes 
from the statute books except A 
tax of 50 cents on whisky, and he 
would transfer the collection of that 
tax to the Customs officials if that was 
found to be practicable. With Albert Galla- 
tin he had regarded excise taxes as offensivejto 
the genius of the people, tolerated only asa 
measure of emergency, and as soon as the oc- 
casion for them had passed away they should 
cease to exist. 

A STRONG PROTECTION PLEA. 

Mr. Randall then analyzed the metal sched- 
ule ofthe Mills bill, and declared it would 
bring about incalculable injury to the indus 
tries of America. He could find nothing 
in the bill which gave a return 
for free wool. He found many ine 

ualities in it and discovered few 
catures intended to relieve the poor or the 
laboring man. Ashedwelton these features 
of the bill his voice grew louder, he became 
almost eloguent and he was applauded. He 
referred tothe deciarations of his colleague(Mr. 
Scott, who sat near) as supercilious, and said 
he would consign them to the obscurity they 
should be cast into. He pleaded with his 
Democratic friends to not undo the good 
which has been done to the manufacturin 
industries by the protective tariff, and rea 
from Jefferson, Monroe and other Democratic 
forefathers to prove that protection was a 
fundamental Democratic principle. He closed 
with a tribute to the results and princi- 
ples of protection and asked that 
they be maintained, and maintained through 
the efforts of the party that instituted them. 
He could not conceive that the ideas and 
principles that went down in 1861 would ever 
* predominate in this country.

“DIZZY OLD DIPLOMATS. 


THE QUEER ACTIONS OF SOME AMERICAN 
CONSULS IN EUROPE. 


Lucy Hooper Describes the Disgraceful Ac- 
tions of Two or Three of Them—The 
American Peerage in Paris—Most of Our 


Titied Countrymen Are Marquises—Paris 


confirmation of the 
appointment as Con- 
sul-General to Paris of 
Maj. Rathbone has 
been received wit n 
universal satisfaction 
by the American resi- 
dents of this city that 
gentleman having be- 
come widely and de- 
servedly populsr dur- 
ing the year past that 
he has exercised the 
functions of his office. 
Maj. Rathbone is not 
only an energetic and 
intelligent official, but 
is a polished gentie- 
man, and be and his 
amiable and accomplished wife falfil as ably 
the social duties of their position as the Major 
has executed his official ones. Mr s. Rathbone 
isalady of great personal attractions and 
charm of manner. She is an amateur artist of 
great ability and davotes much time to the 
study and practice of painting. Infact, they 
are both most winning and agreeable person- 
ages, and have gained hosts of friends since 
their arrival in Paris. And we American 
dwellers in Paris have, for tweney years past, 
been decidedly fortunate in our Consuls, 
which is more than can be sald of the resident 
Americans in many of the other larze 
cities of Europe. Gens. Meredith Read, Tor- 
bert and Fairchild, and the Hon. George H. 
Walker were all gentlemen of culture and re- 
finement as wellas énergeticand intelligent 
performers of their official duties. But in 
other cities I have seen 
SOME QUEER PERFORMANCES 
on the part ot the United States Consuls, and I 
have heard of many more. Iwas once ata 
dinner party, given in honor ot an American 
Consul (accredited, be it understood, neither 
to Paris nor to London), who used bis table 
napkin as pocket-handkerchieft profuse- 
ly and continuously throughout the 
repast. I wasonce present ata Fourth of 
July banquet (notin Paris nor yet in Lon- 


don), at which the American Consulof the 
city, on risingto make a speech, sprawled 
— 2 drunk over the ta ble and his wife 
vainly tried to pull him up by his coat tails. 
The case was reported tothe President by the 
indignant and disgusted company, but the 
bibulous gentleman was continued in office 
till he died. though he used to be taken home 
drunk from the chief cafe of the place on an 
average once a week. We have had at least 
one Consul in Europe who made it a rule to go 
through the different capitals, borrowing 
money and refusing to pay his hotel billes, and 
who was finally 1 up in prison for 
swindling. So, we in Paris are immeasurably 
rejoiced that none of these black sheep have 
fallen to our share during the appointment of 
the Consular mutton. For the social blunders 
or eratic ways of the average American 
traveler in Europe no exouse is necessary, for 
nobody is responsible, and our travelin 

country people are, as a rule quite as polishe 

and well educated as the tourists from other 
countries. But the men that are placed 
in high position by the will and action of the 
Government ought assuredly to set an ¢xam- 


ple

and morals to their compatriots, and they do 
not always dose. And here Iwill venture to 
quote the remark once made by one of the 
most charming and witty of European Queens 
consort, who, on an American gentleman be- 
ing presented to her, asked him what was the 
population ofthe United States. He stated 
the number of millions with pride. 

So many as that?’’ responded Her Majesty 
thoughtfully, and not one gentieman to send 
as Minister to our kingdom?“ 

Yet, in the way of Ministers, America gen- 
erally does remarkably well, especially within 
the last ten years. Times are changed since 
the American diplomat, accredited to a 
prominent European kingdom, wrote such 
grossly insulting remarks to his native land 
concerning the Queen of that country that he 
was socially ‘‘boycotted’’ by the society of 
the capital, and only received invitations to 
the strictly officiel entertainments. And 
also, since the wife of another 
American Minister, on meeting the children of 
the sovereign ofthe realm out waiking with 
their governess, stopped the royal party and 
proceeded to kiss the little princes and prin- 
cesses one and all, afterwards informing their 
royal mamma at a state reception that Bn 
tea was the best possible remedy for win 
when babies had the colic.’’ Andafar better 
state of affairs has prevailed for R at 
a certain American Legation in urope 
than was known in former days 
when American ladies did not venture 
to go there to transact business for fear of 
being treated with a rudeness. Ail 
this is past and over now, and our nation can 
well be proud of most of her representatives 
at the courts of Europe.

Naturally the bride of 
a Duke of whatever nationality becomes a 
Duchess, and the damsel who espouses a 
Prince becomes a bona fide Princess. But, as 
by law the wife’s nationality is after the cere- 
mony merged in that of her husband, these 
titled dames cease to be Americans when once 
they are wedded, astruly in the eyes of the 
law as they do in all other respects, social 
and religious. especially.

But some years after the war strict orders 
were received from Washington directing that 
the mountain distilleries must be broken up, 
and ever since that time a more or less open 
conflict has gone on, sometimes assuming al- 
most the proportions of a rebellion. 
MAKING MOONSHINE WHISKY. 

The distilleries,’’ Mr. Campbell went on to 
Say, are generally established in some re- 
mote and almost inaccessibie hollow in the 
mountains. To this place the farmers bring 
their corn and it is turnedinto whisky by 
those in charge of the works. A notable fact 
aboutthis trade, and one showing the hon- 
esty of the people, is the fact that 
no money changes hands until the whisky is 
disposed of and the owners of the corn take 
an equal risk with the distillers, nearly 41 
ways themselves farmers, who manufacture 
and dispose of the product of the crop. A 
rude but very fair system of general average 
prevails, by which if one part of a 
crop is seized and another escapes, the 
— and loss is equally divided. Although 

ere are all kinds of opportunities for dis- 
honesty, it is a remarkable fact that a com- 

lalnt of this nature isseldom if ever heard. 
ut when a United States officer makes his ap- 
pearance ina distilling region he does not 
meet with anything like a friendly recep- 
tien. As every one is more or less connected 
with moonshining, every man, woman und 
child isaspy onthe movements of the rev- 
enue officers, and whoever can do them an III 
turn is ready to do it. When a raid is made 
the officers march as if to battle, heavil 
armed, aud prepared for the fight whic 
is almost inevitable. The mountains furnish 
facilities for ambuscade, and 
turn in the road the 
expect a shot, and often 
are not disappointed. The fact that raids are 
made at night, as it would be useless to at- 
tempt to approach a still unobserved during 
the daytime, renders it nearly impossible to 
avoid these attacks, and scores of officers lose 
their lives in this way every year. The sympa- 
thy of the entire community is with the moon- 
shiners, who are considered to be fighting for 
their homes, and even when a capture is 
made, conviction is almost impossible. Stills 
are easily destroyed and whisky spilled on 
the ground, but beyond occasioning much 
suffering and privation to a number of poor 
families during the winter, no object is ac- 
complished, and this kind of work 
is most repulsive. We had, of 
course, rely for information largely 
upon spies, who were among the lowest of the 
low, and made their connection with the Gov- 
ernment a vehicle for any amount of private 
malice. This of course placed the revenue 
officer in a most odious light, and made such 
an impression on me that no inducements 
could take me back into the business.’’

specially enacted. 

This statement of facts simply shows 
that the weight of public sentiment is so 
much against a rigid Sunday law in thie 
city that the authorities will probably 
have a weary time of it forcing the masses 
of our people to conform to the strict re- 
quirements of a law that has never been 
fully enforced in any large city. To keep 
the dram-shops closed on Sunday will be 
about all the authorities can do with only 
400 policemen to attend to all the police 
duty over so! many square miles of city. 
After a while the impossibility of a com- 
plete and consistent enforcement of 
the law according to the ideas of the 
strictest Sabbatarians and Prohibi- 
tionists will be recognized, and then will 
follow compromises with reference to 
front-door closing all day, and back-door 
opening during certain hours, as is the 
case in all cities where Sunday closing is 
supposed to prevail. 

During ail the thirty years of the sup- 
posed operation of the law of 1857jnobody 
ever contended that it exempted the 
dram-shops from the operation of the Sun- 
day law, but they were permitted to act 
as if it did. The Supreme Court decision 
does notideprive them of a single protec- 
tion or privilege they had before, and it 
alone is not going to close them and keep 
them closed unless public feeling on the 
Sunday question is changed from what it 
has been. 


BY simply repealing her city ordinance 
requiring the closing of saloons on Sun- 
day, Chicago has for fifteen years past 
completely nullified the State law on the 
subject. It does not, asis the case with 
our Missouri State law, provide for its own 
summary enforcement by police under 
contro) of Police Commissioners appointed 
by the Governor and especially charged 
with the enforcement of State law in the 
city. The Mayor of Chicago has no more 
power in the premises than any other citi- 
zen who can testify before a Grand-jury 
or file a complaint before a Justice of the 
Peace. The Chicago Tribune says that 
three-fourths or more of the voters use 
liquor on Sundays, and that it is 
worse than useless to ask for indictments 
for, violations of the Sunday-closing law 
from Grand-juries that ‘‘have persist- 
ently refused to indict even for selling 
liquor to minors and drunkards.” Be- 
cause trial juries are also opposed to the 
enforcement of the law, it is just as use- 
less to proceed in the Justice of the Peace 
Courts, where, the Tribune says, past 
‘*experience shows that juries will re- 
turn verdicts of not guilty in the face of 
**uncontradicted proof showing the sale 
ot liquor Sunday.“ Chicago is, accord- 
ing to these confessions, a very bibulous, 
wicked and law-defying city.

But 
making all allowances for other distracting 
advances of civilization, the mechanical re- 
prodaction at will of human speech is such 
anew and marvelous thing in the record of 
mankind that it is difficult to understand why 
it has created so little sensation. Nothing 
like it has ever been known. It is the most 
striking connecting link between mind 
and inanimate matter that exists. There 
is now to almost every one something 
weird and uncanny in the talking of a 
machine, and the feeling only wears away 
with custom. 

The explanation that the phonograph is 
littie more than a toy has been practically ex- 
ploded within the past week. A compositor 
of the WORLD has set type for the first time 
directly from its verbal utterings. Secreta- 
ries or clerks have written letters from its 
Mictation which have been imparted to it at 
the convenience of their employers. It ne- 
cessitates the coining of a new word to, ina 
large measure, take the place of ‘‘stenogra- 
pher.’’ These things are sufficient to stamp 
it with great value at once, and there is much 
more of its utility besides that remains to be 
demonstrated. The preservation of the words 
of the departed, the transmission of messages 
through the mails and numerous other uses 
that already suggest themselves point to the 
vast field of the phonograph’s possibilities.

Delegates-at-Large te the National Demo- 
eratic Convention Selected at Sedalia— 
Bows Among the Democratic Leaders— 
Church Fairs, Coffee and Campaign 
Tactics—A Lady Who Found Herself Un- 
expectedly Prominent in the Canvas—The 
Republican Club—O’Day’s Passes—P oliti- 
eal. 


The St. Louis delegation to the State Dem- 
ocratic Convention returned this morning. 
The schedule board at the Union Depot had 
them bulletined as returning in three seo- 
tions,’’ but in fact they constituted a worse 
broken-up crowd than the blackboard indi 
cated. The close of the Convention caused 
considerable bard feeling when each delega- 
tion was called on tomake a show-down on 
the call of the roll. 

When nominations for delegates-at-large 
were called for R. W. Nicholis of Saline nom- 
inated Senator Vest. During the confusion 
which followed a motion to suspend the rules 
and to elect Senator Vest by acclamation, a 
telegram of declination was read and the 
name was withdrawn. J. C. Tarsney of Kan- 
sas City nominated E. L. Martin of Kansas 
City. John P. Butier of Sullivan nominated 
Dr. D. H. Shields of Hannibal. Mortimer F. 
Taylor of St. Louis nominated D. W. Caruth 
of St. Louis. D. G. Thurman of Barton nom- 
inated Wm. H. Phelps. J. W. Aiexander 
of Daviess nominated Silas Woodson of 


St. Joseph. O, H. Travers of Spring- 
field nominated John O Day. Sam Byrnes of 
Washington nominated Ed Robb of Perry. 
J. J. Lindley of St. Louis nominated Lon V. 
Stephens of Cooper. Sam Cook of Audrain 
nominated Nat Dryden of Troy.

Messrs. Caruth, Martin, O'Day and Dryden 
were declared elected delegates-at-large to 
the Democratic National Convention to be 
held in St. Louis June 5. 

On motion the four candidates receiving the 
next highest number of votes were declared 
alternates, namely: Phelps, Robb, Woodson 
and Stephens. 

A platform endorsing President Cleveland 
and the tariff doctrine of his last message, and 
ym, apne the untimely death of Gov. Marma- 
duke was adopted and the convention ad- 


journed. 


The result of the ballot and the swapping of 
delegations caused considerable feeling. On 
their return this morning the St. Louis dele- 
gation displayed some of the hard feeling. 

r. LOUIS ROWS. 

Ed Butler maintained a sullen silence and 
chewed tobacco. Comptroller Bob Camp- 
bell’s brow wore a troubled look and wanted 
to explain. Jasper Burks carried home an 
irreconcilable countenance that no man of his 
business should ever carry. His Honor, the 
Mayor and gubernatorial candidate, bad put 
himself in an undesirable position. b 
Democratic boss, when out of the bearing of 
strangers and reporters, delivered speeches 
upon the infamy o breaking politi- 
cal pledges, and ‘‘not mentionin’ no names’’ 
he made mysterious comparison between bis 
moral principles in politics and those of some 
men aspiring to high place and in the eyes of 
his hearers Butier shone by contrast. The 
parties posted onthe facts of the case were 
content with their own views and retused to 
discuss the oocurrences. Butler himself was 
seen and asked — the matter.

Butler’s 
answer was that he bad promised Cochran his 
support. He answered furthermore that Rain- 
water’s seat was contested and that in all 
justice under the occurrences of the Twenty- 
first Ward mass-meeting Rainwater was not 
entitled to the piace. hese arguments were 
wasted on the Mayor, and Butler left witha 
remark that he was not in the habit 
of going back on his promises, and that he 
would yo gre Oochran if he was the only 
— man in the district that supports him.’’ 

When the delegation met, But- 
ler, true to his word, placed Cochran 
in nomination. The Mayor’s friends put up 
Rainwater and defeated Cochran, notwith- 
standing the early promises of the day. This 
is What s the matter with Butler. 

BURKS’ CHARGE. 

Jasper Burks and Comptroller 
draw their perturbation from the same source. 
Burks and 5am Byrnes set out to secure one of 
the places on the delegation-at-large for Ed 
Robb. Burks ‘‘saw’’ Bob Campbell and Rain- 
water and his understanding was that if the 
Southeast supported Caruth the St. Louisans 
would help out Robb. When the roll 
of counties was called before the city 
was reached Burks delivered over two 
solid delegations for Caruth, but when the 
city call was made it was discoyered that the 
St. Loulsans had made other arrangements, 
and the Southeast candidate was given the 
razzle-dazzle. Burks denounced the deal as 


treachery. 

Chairman D. H. Shields of the State 
Democratic Committee returns to his 
home to watch the Sny Levee with 
1 M that he was done for. 
Dr. Shields wasacandidate for delegate-at- 
large and relied on his old committee co- 
laborer, O Day, for his support. In the nom- 
inations he found O’Day’s confidants in the 
Southwest making odious comparisons be- 
tween O’Day’s administration of the commit- 
tee affairs and the attendant Democratic suc- 
cesses and bis own. On the show-down 
of hands he found that O'Day had 
gone back on him and was given to 
understand thatithe man from Springfield 
would be a candidate for the white rosette 
which distinguishes the chairmen of the 
Democratic State Committees on the eat 
occasions of the campaign. The doubts about 
the rumored O’Da Phelps fight were also at 
rest on the call of the roll last night. It was re- 
ported that O’ Day would slaughter Phelps, but 
on the call the second of the Southwestern 
candidates came very near proving an Ell. 

Though flattered by a very handsome vote, 
Col. David W. Caruth returns with a vague, 
ugly suspicion bothering his ny wee 4 gener- 
ous sentiments.

In De- 
troit the butchers have invoked a Michigan 
law, which provides that meat sold for foot 
shall come into the Place where it ia sold on 
the hoof. The Joliet (IIIs.) butchers have 
— for an ordinance requiring 
the same thing. The Kansas City 
cattle and beef men are complaining 
that the Chicago combine have — unfair 
means to take the cattle trade from Kansas 
City and ask Con ss forathorough investi- 
gation of the subject of stock-yards, of the 
methods of handling and dressing beef for the 
market. Kansas City is finding herself in the 
same boat with St. Louis and the victim of the 
Chicago beef kings. All the interests outside 
of the ‘‘big tour are combining to protect 
themselves. 

A gentieman who has for years been con- 
nected with railroads ard the cattle business, 
referring to the subject. said to-day: 

»The method of dealing with the beef 
monopoly proposed by the butchers who meet 
in Philadelphia on the 2ist is the surest way of 


destroying the beef combinations. This is 
to have laws passed in the States and 
ordipances passed in the cities requiring 


the cattle killed for the market to be inspected 
while alive and to be shipped in ‘on the 
hoof.’ Michigan already has such a law and 
it has stood the test of the courts. It would 
scatter all over the country the business 
which is now concentrated in huge beef-dress- 


ing establishments and stock yards in 
Chicago. It would be the death- 
blow to the combine, and would also 


be in the interest of the public healtn. There 
is no question but that when cattle are 
slaughtered by the car load in large lots that 
maimed, diseased and ‘down’ cattie are 
slaughtered to some extent ayd go 
into the food products of the country. 
Every car-load of cattle has several crip- 
pene sick or worn-out head in it and in 
ig establishments and for general shipment. 
Ihave seen unfit cattle killed in this way. 
When such laweare passed every city will be 
on a par with every other and all buyers will 
have fairly equal advantages, while there can 
be no great — omy 
There is another subject, however, which 
should be investigated. bis is that of stock- 
yard management. There is a ‘nigger in the 
wood-pile’ there. While it may truth- 
fully he said that few stock 
yards are owned railroads, yet it 
can be just as truthfully said that many stock - 
yards are owned by railroad officials who bleed 
and manipulate the roads for the benefit of the 
stock -yards and divert traffic to them by un- 
fair means.
